Paving the alleys would make it practicable to use 
them in all weather, for loading and unloading merchandise, 
with resultant relief of congestion of our city streets, now 
used for that purpose. [lumination of alleys in the busi- 
ness section, at night, would encourage their use for loading 
and unloading after nightfall and the same practice in the 
residence section would encourage the use of alley garages 
for passenger cars, something that would cut down the use 
the streets for all-night parking. 

Mr. Waterfall adds the suggestion that permitting the 
parking of vehicles in the space between curb and sidewalk, 
where available, would aid in cutting down the congestion of 
street parking. He would like to have pedestrian traffic 
lanes established in the shopping district, one for “window 
shoppers” and the others for passers-by. And he suggests 
that in laying out new streets and widening those in exist- 
ence the width of the pavement shall be governed by the 
number of uniformly wide traffic lanes that can be laid out. 

These are some of the high spots in the survey and 
recommendations, which seem to have a lot of common 
sense.

county, as compared with the same month last year, more!

stantial, particvugarly that of Mar- | 
mon, which, with its Little Hight 
this year, gained 371 per cent. Mar- | 
mon had thirty-three registrations | 
as compared with seven in 1926. 

The next most notable gain was | 
that of Reo, which had sixty-six this 
year, and twenty-nine a year ago, 
an increase of 127 per cent. Star 
showed an 80 per cent. increase. The 
Hudson-Essex combination came 
through with a gain of 75.4 per | 
cent., while Pierce-Arrow had 68 
per ceht., Packard 42.6 per cent., | 
Oldsmobile, 25.2 per cent. and | 
Chevrolet 22.2 per cent. 

Chevrolet succeeded in wresting | 
the lead from Buick, the latter | 
having led in August, registering | 
a total of 812 cars. Buick was sec- 
ond with 758. Third place went to 
the Oakland-Pontiac duo with a 
total of 352. This is, incidentally, 
the first time that three General 
Motors accounts have placed first, 
second and third. 

Total registrations for the month 
were 4,558 as compared with 5,450 in 
1926 and 4,665 in 1925, marking the 
second period since the first of the} 
year that registrations have fallen 
behind two years ago. 

However, in making comparisons 
the gradual decline of the Ford must | 
be borne in mind. Ford last month | 
had only thirty-nine cars listed at 
the state capital, while in Septem- | 
ber, 1926, the product totaled 921. 

General Motors units registered 
per cent. of the total, having | 
2140 of the 4,558 listed last 
month. Chevrolet, Buick and Pon-| 
tiac-Oakland had a combined 
showing of 1,922. Oldsmobile had 
124 and Cadillac-La Salle 94. Of 
the latter 48 were Cadillacs. 

Packard’s gain was attributed 
largely to the announcement of 
the new line which was revealed 
before the middle of the month. 
Packard’s 204 moved it up to 
eighth place in the general ac- 
counting. Last year Packard had 
143 for September. 

Following Pontiac-Oakland in 
fourth place was the Hudson-Es- 
sex with a combined total of 328. 
Hudson had 169 and Essex 159. 
Last year the pair had only 187 
combined. 

Nash took fifth place 312, 
while Studebaker, which scored a} 
lead over last year, was sixth with 
296 as compared with 265 for 1926. 
Chrysler occupied seventh place 
with 251, then came Packard and 
following in the order named were | 
Dodge Brothers, the Willys-Over- 
land products, Oldsmobile, Hupmo- 
bile, Cadillac-La Salle and the Reo. 

It is worthy of note that the Reo 
has shown constant monthly gains 
since the introduction of the Flying 
Cloud early in the year and the 
debut of the Wolverine in April. 
Reo registrations from March to 
September inclusive this year have 
been 936 as compared with 512 for 
the similar period in 1926. 

Lincoln and Peerless registered a | 
like number of cars last month, each 
having forty-seven. For Peerless it 
was a gain of nine cars. Locomo- 
bile also had a gain more than 
doubling its registrations of 1926. 

Stearns-Knight tied with last 
year, while close runs for an even 
score were made by Paige, Gardner, 
Velie, and Stutz. 

An analysis of the figures shows 
that the 115 series of the Buick leads 
that line. The Special Six had the 
greatest call in the Chandler offer- 
ings. The “72,” introduced last 
month, led in Chrysler sales, there 
having been 105 registrations, with 
the “52” next in order. 

The Advanced Six starred among 
the Nash models, there having been 
133 listed, with 100 Light Sixes and 
seventy-nine Special Sixes. The 6-75 
headed the Paige list, while there 
was an even break for the 6-66 
and the 8-77 among the Auburn 
models.

‘Arranging to Handle 
2,607,000 Motors 
by 1935 


f*LEVELAND, Oct. 12.—A 

giant road contruction 
program for Ohio is forecast 
in the report of the United 
States Bureau of Good Roads 
of a survey of Ohio highway 


problems. 
The report shows that in 1935— 
seven years hence—Ohio will have 


2,697,000 automobiles, 1,000,000 more 
than now, or one car to every 2.82 
persons. Ohio now has one car for 
every 4.7 persons. 
The northeastern 
counties, in which the bulk of the 
great industrial region—steel and 
automotive factories—are located, is 
to be the center of the bulk of the 
new road program, because of the 
dense traffic found in this region.

Emphasized by Shattuck

HE CAR dealer, or any ot 
batteries will do well to 
tion to the hydrometer. 

Yheére is a big difference be- | 
tween a good, high-grade, accur- | 
ate, reliable dependable hydro- | 
meter and the price of inferior— 
in the results to the dealer. In 
other words, just a float, bulb, 
tip and jar (the housing) does not 
make a hydrometer. Nor will as- 
sembling the parts from the 5 
and 10 cent store be satisfactory 
in battery service. 
When the slogans of reliable and 
dependable hydromete! manufac- 
turers are read we note such e€x- 
pressions as: “No hydrometer 1s 
better than its float,” or “No hydro- 
meter is right if the float is wrong. 
Either way it amounts to the same 
thing, same results. 

Now a hydrometer is not just a 
hvdrometer. In other words a hydro- 
meter made for one solution may" 
not be accurate with another. For 
example, a hydrometer accurate IM 
a solution, or rather sulphuric acid 
of densities between 1,150 and 1,300 
may not be accurate in other solu- 
tions. ’ | 

Discriminating buyers of hydro-| 
meters for use or for resale test aj 
number of the floats in the same 
solution or compare them with a 
float known to be accurate. It 1s 
important that the hydrometers 
used in the service station be ac-| 
curate. nee 

Now what is an accurate reading 
hydrometer? The specifications of 
the United States Bureau of Stan- 
dards hold that a hydrometer shall 
be accurate within one scale divi- 
sion, consequently a scale divided 
every 10 points should read between 
1,240 and 1,260 when immersed in 
a 1,250 solution. 

A float may be accurate insolar 
as its calibration is concerned and 
can be inaccurate by use in the 
wrong jar; that is to say, it can 
be employed in a jar where it will 
stick or cling in an unnatural posi- 
tion against the wall of the jar. This |

It should also be borne in mind 
that testing the float is but one step 
in the testing, for, as has been pre- 
viously stated, a float can be ac- 
curate in a solution but inaccurate 
when in the jar, and the same solu- 
tion drawn up into the hydrometer 
because of sticking. And the stick- 
ing may be ever so slight. 

This discussion of hydrometers 
may appear to be semi-technical, 
but is not so intended. Experi- 
enced battery dealers know the 
importance of a good hydrometer 
in dealing with the car battery, 
the SLI unit. It is equally impor- 
tant that the car dealer servicing 
batteries, or even selling them, see 
to it that his service department 
has at least two accurate hydrom- 
eters. 

And if he sells radio batteries, a 
some do, and sells hydrometers to 
the radio fan, any and all hydro- 
meters should be carefully tested for 
accuracy and equally carefully test- 
ed for the right match of floats 
and tubes so that sticking will be 
avoided. 

If the purchaser of a battery with 
an inaccurate hydrometer is fooled 
by the readings it is quite possible, if 
the readings are on the wrong side 
of the ledger, that the owner will 
not obtain that service from his bat- 
tery he expected at the time of sale 
and to which he is entitled, pro- 
vided, however, he assumes that re- 
sponsibility all battery buyers should.
